Initial congressional reactions to his 
plans for the energy Cabinet post ap­ 
peared favorable although some possi­ 
ble controversy was anticipated over 
two key elements of the package. 
Sen. Abraham Ribicofr. D-Conn., 
chairman of the Senate Government 
Operations Committee w hich w ill 
review the proposal, announced he 
would introduce it in the Senate and 
that it will be co-sponsored by a 
number of 
prominent 
senators 
including Democratic leader Robert C. 
Bv rd. D W. Va. 
Carter’s proposal would create a new 
department with a staff of 19,767 and a 
fiscal 1978 budget of some $10.6 billion. 


absorbing entirely the present Federal 
Energy Administration (FE A ), the E- 
nergy Research and Development Ad­ 
ministration iERD A ), and the Federal 
Power Commission (F P O . 
Carter said the purpose of the 
proposed reorganization was to "give 
us one governmental body with suf­ 
ficient scope and authority to do the 
massive job that remains to be done*’ 
to cope with U.S. energy needs. 
James R. Sehlesinger, who is ex­ 
pected to head the new department if it 
is approved by Congress, said the con­ 
solidation would achieve greater ef­ 
ficiency but not necessarily reduce the 
number of government employes in 
energy programs. 


Sehlesinger said the bill was aimed 
at establishing a national framework 
for energy policy, not the policy itself. 
Sehlesinger said he hoped Congress 
would approve the new department by 
April 19. the day before Carter is to 


send it a package of legislative energy 
policy proposals, but he recognized 
teat this would be a short timetable 
that might not be met.

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Supreme Court 
affirms Frio’s

Jack 
Ogg of Houston, who first tal ked the 
grandfather clause on the Senate bill 
before its passage by the Senate on 
Feb. 18. 
The House Intergovernment Affairs 
Committee is tentatively scheduled to 
take up SB459 sometime next week. 
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Reports say that inflation’s slow­ 
ing down.

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SB459 would repeal that portion of a 
1975 law which allows San Antonio po­ 
lice and fire fighters to accrue unli­ 
mited amounts of sick leave and take 
lumpsum payment upon retirement or 
jeux mg the department*.

Carter opposes 
reviving draft 


•WASHINGTON (AP) — President 
Carter said Tuesday he has no present 
intention of reviving the m ilitary draft, 
but left open the possibility that such 
action might be necessary in the fu­ 
ture. 
Speaking in the Pentagon's open air 
court before several thousand of the 
22.000 m ilitary personnel and civilians 
who work in the building. Carter said 
that if a return to the draft should be 
considered in the future “ my inclina­ 
tion would be to make it comprehen­ 
sive," with no special exemptions such 
as college deferments. 
The President said that Defense 
Secretary Harold Brown and the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff are now assessing the 
effectiveness of the all-volunteer force 
recruiting. 
Not yet 
His firs t words in response to a 
question about how he feels on the is­ 
sue of going back to the draft for the 
regular services or the m ilita ry re­ 
set \ es. Carter said, “ That's a decision 
that's not yet been made." 
However, he added. “ At the present 
time. I have no intention of going back 
to a mandatory draft law.'* 
The questions from Pentagon per­ 
sonnel massed in front of him dealt 
mostly w ith personnel and related 
matters and never touched on such 
cosmic issues as nuclear policy or for­ 
eign affairs. 
The reception was friendly and his 
remarks were interrupted a number of 
times by applause. 
In a b rie f talk and in answer to 
questions. Carter made these points: 
Draft evader pardon — he believes 
that “ we can count on American c i­ 
tizens to serve their country" readily 
in the future regardless of his decision 
to pardon Vietnam-era draft evaders. 


“ I don't have any apologies to 
make" for the draft evader pardon. 
Carter said. 
M ilita ry unionization — The P re­ 
sident said it is his “ strongly held" 
opinion that “ it would not be advisable 
to have the m ilitary unionized." 
He said he does not believe that any 
new legislation is needed to prevent 
such unionization, and that no national 
labor union leaders have indicated to 
him that they intend to launch a cam­ 
paign to sign up m em bers of the 
armed forces.

(A P ) - A 
three-foot-high wall of water rushed 
through a tunnel in a coal mine Tues­ 
day. killing one miner and trapping at 
least nine others, a mine official said. 
The miners were trapped in the tun­ 
nel I Vi m iles into tile side of a 
400-foot-high mountain. There was no 
immediate word on their condition. 
Leon R ichter, vice president in 
charge of deep mining for the Rocher 
Coal Co., said other mine employes 
were conducting rescue operations, 
searching through the m ine and 
remov ing debris. 
About IOO workers were reported in 
the mine when the w ater rushed 
through the tunnel. At least three 
miners were admitted to a hospital. 
The accident occurred at 12:30 p.m. 
in the Porter Tunnel of Kocher’s anth­ 
racite mine in Schuylkill County, state 
police said.

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Few turn out 
for Austin’s 
gas hearing

AUSTIN — Austin's public hearing 
on the proposed settlement agreement 
between Coastal States Gas Producing 
Co. and its customer group, came off 
without a hitch Tuesday night. 
It also came off without the public. 
Fewer than 50 people showed up for 
the meeting in Municipal Auditorium. 
They were almost outnumbered by 
the press, the city council and an 
assortment of other city employes. 
Only three people in the audience 
chose to make statements and an 
obviously disappointed 
Mayor .Jeff 
Friendman called a halt to the meeting 
55-minutes after it started 
Forum 
Friedman opened the public forum 
by assuring the scant audience “ there 
w ill be no decision. I repeat no de­ 
cision. made here tonight 
The mayor added In'" assurance thai 
“ regardless of what happens with this 
settlement — whether ifs accepted or 
rejected — this w ill not mean gas 
prices are going down 
“ About all it can assure, if a settle­ 
ment is agreed on. is a continuity of 
future gas supply." 
Butler laid much ot the blame for the 
present situation on the doorstep of the 
state Railroad Commission 


Butler said there were only three 
reasons a settlement with Coastal and 
its subsidiary' Lo-Vaca Gathering Co. 
should be considered. 
“ Gno.“ he said. “ is the small chance 
we would ever be able to collect even a 
small part of our damages from law­ 
suits now pending. 
“ The only alternative would be to 
force CoastaI/Lo-Vaca into bankruptcy 
and this could only lead to wholesale 
disruption of gas service. 
“ Gas prices aren't going down. but a 
settlement would at least assure.us of 
some continuity of supply," Butler 
said 
The trio of citizens who did express 
views Tuesday night were in agree­ 
ment on one point. 
While only one mentioned him by 
name, all three said they wanted Oscar 
Wyatt. Coastal Board chairman and 
majority stockholder, out of the pic­ 
ture.

One man said: “ I'm here represent­ 
ing my wife and she wants a pound of 
Oscar Wyatt's hide." 
To this Friedman replied, “ she 
might have trouble. I understand 
Wyatt's villa on the French Riviera is 
well guarded.” 
Another said he felt “ the entire 
settlement plan is the work of the big, 
private utility companies and they are 
my natural enemies "

WASHINGTON (AP) - Congress 
swiftly adopted and sent to President 
Carter on Tuesday a series of 
agreements that w ill allow Japan, 
Spain, South Korea and eight Western 
European nations to resume commer­ 
cial lisping in U.S. territorial waters. 
F ishing by ships of those nations was 
halted at m idnight Monday as the 
United States’ new 200-mile offshore 
limit went into effect. The craft were 
ordered to hoist and stow their fishing 
gear or face possible seizure by the 
C S. Coast Guard. 
Despite claims by opponents that the 
pact involving Japan gives that nation 
preferential treatment and contains a 
dangerous loophole, the House voted 
377 to 18 to approve the Governing In­ 
ternational Fishing Agreements 
(GIFA) that permit foreign nations to 
apply for fishing rights in U.S. waters. 
It suspended a 60-day waiting period 
normally required for Congress to 
study such proposals.

M innie Aleman, leader of the 
demonstration, said about 120 com­ 
munity members carried signs in 
peaceful protest to express their con­ 
cern before the issue comes up for a 
vote. 


Mrs. Aleman said a district com­ 
mittee. of which she was a member, 
conducted a feasibility study which 
concluded there were many ways to 
apply for enough funding to cover the 
needs of handicapped children. 
"I turned in my report which was 
censored by the school district board 
because of what I said There is no 
reason to take away the education of 
these 4 year olds to provide education 
for others,” Mrs. Aleman said 


The district must meet federal re­ 
quirements, however, even if sacri­ 
fices have to be made. Trustee Jaime 
Martinez said. 
The pre-school program — the only 
one of its kind in the city — is not a 
state-mandated program, he noted.

Allergies 
shots need 
planning 


Dear Dr. Thosteson : My child has suffered from 
allergy to spring pollens, but we've never had him 
desensitized. With the coming of spring soon we 
would like to let him have one carefree year. When 
should we start tin* shots.’ Who would give them'.’ 
Are they effective? — Mrs. T K 
Kirst of all. it depends on inst what pollens you are 
speaking of. That has to be determined first of all. 
and if it hasn t yet been done, you may have a 
lengthy period before you can start the child on any 
shots 
Where you live may 
also have much to do 
with it. lf tree pollen 
causes his problem, you 
have to consider that 
these pollinate earlier in 
the southern K S. than in 
the northern section. 
The same seasonal var­ 
iances apply to other 
culprits such as fall pol­ 
len from weeds and 
grasses. 
According to Km ile 
Somekh, M .K ., in h is 
book, "Allergy and Your 
Child,” tin* most effec­ 
tive desensitization is 
perennial, that is, where 
injections are given 
throughout the year 
T h is is the type favored by most allergists. 
At the beginning, says Dr. Somekh. the child 
receives one injection weekly, and once the* maxi­ 
mum tolerated dose is reached (after four or five 
months) the frequency of shots is slowly reduced to 
one per month. 
Dr. Somekh recommends injections to be given for 
three or four consecutive years. When the child is 
sy m p to m - fre e for two years, treatment may be 
stopped,. 
other desensitization methods involve injections 
during the actual pollen season and the pro-seasonal 
method, where tin* shots begin three months before 
tin* approaching pollen season. Some physicians 
may prefer those* methods. 
I suggest you see an allergist, who w ill be* familiar 
with local pollen seasons. Desensitization, properly 
administered, his highly effective* and for the* ser­ 
iously allergic child most worthwhile

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.ll NE MENDOZA

F o rm er Corpus C hristi h a lf­ 
way house operator June Bunch 
Mendoza m ay spend 40 years as 
an inm ate in federal prison for 
sellin g 20 pounds of heroin to a 
federal drug agent. 
Chief U.S. Hist. Judge Adrian A 
Spears handed down the stiff sentence 
Munday and said he agreed totally with 
the jury’s verdict in the case. 
Mrs. Mendoza's husband, Arturo 
Keyes Mendoza, was sentenced to 35 
years in federal prison and his brother, 


Oscar Keyes Mendoza, was sentenced 
to 43 years behind bars. 
All three received special parole 
terms of 3D years which will begin 
after they have served the initial sen­ 
tence. 
They were all convicted of conspir­ 
acy in the case. which included four 
transactions between Mrs. Mendoza 
and a Drug Enforcement Administra­ 
tion undercover agent. 
Mrs. Mendoza was also convicted on 
four counts of possession of heroin with 
intent to distribute. 


Oscar Mendoza was found guilty on 
three possession counts and Arturo 
w as conv icted on two of the possession 
charges. 
T h roughout the trial and d u r in g 
sentencing proceedings, the Mendozas 
maintained they participated in the 
co n sp ira c y because an in fo rm a n t 
working with DEA agents threatened 
their children. 
But Judge Spears said, “ I have no 
difficulty agreeing with the jury ver­ 
dict 1000 per cent. 
“ I don't think these people were 


threatened.” the judge said. “ This was 
a p r e m e d i t a te d , cold, c a l c u l a t i n g 
crime.” 
Both Prado and Austin attorney Hu­ 
bert Looney, who represented Mrs 
Mendoza and O scar Mendoza, said 
they would appeal the conviction to the 
Sib U S. Circuit Court of Appeals. 


At the time of her arrest, Mrs. Jeu* 
doza owned the Knotty Pines C o m ­ 
munity T reatm en t Center in Corpus 
Christi, a halfway house for soon-to-be 
paroled convicts.

And he jolted the Legislature 
and the T e x a s public with a 
forecast of a deficit of $304 mil­ 
lion, based on pending proposals 
in the L e g i s la tu r e — and e x ­ 
cluding teacher pay raise, pro­ 
perty tax changes, sales tax re­ 
duction and w hat he called 
“ hundreds of other minor pro­ 
posals.” 
The m essage which Bullock 
never spelled out is that work 
needs to be done between com ­ 
peting in te re s ts for a budget 
balance before — not after — 
major appropriations are signed 
into law. 
The hard fight is over dedi­ 
cated highway funds. 
If the g o v e r n o r ’s goal for 
road funds is accepted, schools 
will 
get

th e ir 
supporters anticipate. 
Couple those items with tax 
re d u c tio n s s u re to c o m e and 
th e re is a d efic it, w hich the 
Constitution disallows, or a tax 


has 
bill, which the g o v e rn o r 
promised to veto. 
There is room for construc­ 
tive c o m p ro m is e and t h e r e 's 
even room within revenue esti­ 
mates to hold back something in 
the treasury. We don't expect 
the Legislature to leave anyth­ 
ing there, and we certainly don't 
expect it to pass a new tax bill. 
One th in g the L e g is la tu re 
should do is review the State 
Auditor’s 1973 report on money 
m anagem ent.

When the 
study was done, T exas was 
earning less than one per cent 
on deposits of funds. That inter­ 
est earning has been increased 
to seven per cent. 
Bullock said the State Depo­ 
sitory Board has dropped inter­ 
est paid on state money to six 
per cent. 
The d e p o s ito ry b o a rd has 
c o m p le te d is c re tio n on that 
matter. The auditor's proposal 
is to set limits on discretion. 
The one point drop in interest 
rates will cost the state $21.5 
million, according to Bullock. It 
may be time to consider seeking 
bids for state depository. 
We know it is time for state 
leaders to work toward a spend­ 
ing total before freezing specific 
appropriations into law.

Milliken, the bright 
young Dallas police officer who over­ 
saw the successful cam paign against 
M arble, doesn't like the n icknam e but 
he was overruled by society’s apparent 
need to personalize even King Kong. 
“ He’s been m ade into som ething of a 
legend around here — and a cele b ri­ 
ty,’’ Milliken says. 
“ It's the good, old Robin-Hood-rapist 
idea. People in the co m m u n ity have 
tended to go along with it because lie 
w asn't raping little old ladies and be­ 
cause lie did n ’t hurt anybody. 
‘Feeds his ego' 
“ I didn t like his getting glam orized 
because it feeds his ego. Once I did a 
TV show on him because I was really 
try in g to get the girls to close their 
windows. Instead, I just got an im pos­ 
tor on F rien d ly ” 
Yes, an im postor. 
There is another one running loose in 
Dallas who m im ics “ F rie n d ly ’s ” style.

Florida has a "g e n tle ra p ist” and all 
have sim ilar, unsolved crim es.

Not common 
M arble was no com m on stree t ru n ­ 
ner. He was the well-paid vice p re si­ 
dent of an advertising subsidiary. Ile 
m ust have had an understanding wife, 
because he is m a rrie d , with a child 
A pparently, he got out at all hours by 
p re te n d in g to be jo gging — then lie 
would 
clim b 
into 
single 
w om en's 
room s through the windows and rape 
them. 
In his areas, the girls often left their 
windows open so their boyfriends could 
use som e ingenuity in com ing in. None 
of it struck anybody as very strange. 
“ You could set off d ynam ite in those 
places ut high noon and people would 
only think you were having a p a rty .” 
says Milliken with dry hum or. 
But, “ friendly?" 
Interpretation 
Well, I suppose that depends upon 
your in te rp retatio n of our society to­ 
day. 
Ile did use a knife and often th re a ­ 
tened to kill the women. 
He cut phone cords. 
Ile w a s a d m i t t e d to 43 r a p e s , is 
ch a rg ed with th re e and shocked the 
police by ad m ittin g to 12 that hadn t 
even been reported. 
Ile is the Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde ot 
the Texas ranges. But he just as well 
co u ld h a v e b e e n th e S lu g of th e 
G e o rg ia S w a m p s or th e Dog of the 
P rairies. 
He is all-Am erican. 
After all. in advertising today it is 
now com m onplace (and ap parently a 
splendid selling technique) to picture 
women being tortured or m urdered. 
New era in rape? 
Isn’t it possible that, as a reaction 
against w om en’s growing freedom and 
power, we have entered a kind of new 
era in rape? 
Isn't it possible that we are seeing 
played out a King of Rape T heater, in 
which we have gone all the way from 
the “ she had to want it” of our child­ 
hoods to a new “ if sh e’s liberated, she 
has to like it — unless she s curved up. 
of co u rse” ? 
Of course, m any people don’t like it. 
and the Dallas papers w ere besieged 
by phone calls from angry women, ob­ 
viously with unfriendly instinct toward 
Marble. 
Many of the raped women, tra u m a ­ 
tized, have moved away. 
But ironically, it is the police, who 
once looked al r a p e w ith less th an 
anger, who now take the whole thing 
most seriously. 
Tight case 
The police think they have a tight 
ease against him . but m any people are 
angrily convinced he’ll Im* oui in three 
years. 
As for M arble, like Howard Hunt and 
G a ry G ilm o r e an d all th e o th e r 
e e le b r it y iz e d ( fo r g iv e m e , E dw in 
N ew m an) c r im in a ls of our in d iscri 
minuting tim e, he is talking aireudv 
about w riting a book. 
Now this is good, because m aybe hi 
can tell us how lie didn’t “ hurt” any 
body.

Space towns 
could spread 
into universe 
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Bv ISAAC ASIMOV 
Suppose we were to develop 
a ll the uses of space that I have 
spoken of in previous sections. 
Suppose we hue] space power sta­ 
tions. space factories, space hospitals, 
space laboratories — some iii orbit 
about the earth aud some on the sur­ 
face. or just under the surface, of the 
moon. 
It would be very uneconomical to 
have people constantly commuting 
between earth and the various space 
structures. 
it would make much more sense to 
establish bases where people could live 
for indefinite periods — all their lives. 
if they wished — visiting earth rarely 
or never. 
Space settlements 
Such space settlements could be on 
the moon. a large world which would 
.give people the feeling of elbow room 
they are accustomed to us well as all 
the oxygen they need — in combination 
with other substances that abound. 
It would also be a place where 
settlers would, iii any case, have to be. 
since the moon probably will be the 
source of the structural materials for 
all those objects in space. 
(The moon is short in the important 
volatile elements: hydrogen, carbon 
and nitrogen. These would have to be 
supplied, at least iii part, bv the 
earth.) 
The disadvantage of the moon is that 
its gravity is only one-sixth normal, 
and tins might raise difficulties for 
people who must spend part of their 
time on the moon and part on earth. 
Large structures 
I'lie alternative is to build large 
structures in space that can house 
anywhere from tens of thousands lo 
tens of millions of people. 
Such structures can be set spinning 


Commuting to the moon or nearby 
space settlements could 
become

gravity‘prone, so the adventurous 
young earthman and his family may 
just move up yonder for good. 


In this last of a four-part series, 
noted science fiction author Dr. 
Isaac Asimov foresees a time when 
more people may be living iii space 
than on earth.

Calling space “ an open door to the 
universe," hr urges us to walk 
through it. 


at rates of two times a minute or less. 
depending un their size: this would 
create a centrifugal effect that would 
push people and objects against the 
inner surface aud give the illusion and 
force of gravity. 
The shape of such settlements might 
be cylinders or spheres or doughnuts. 
Sense of gravity 
Iii such space settlem ents, the 
centrifugal effect would give the 
feeling of normal gravity, though there 
would always he places in the settle­ 
ment where the gravity would be lower 
than normal by different degrees — 
right down to zero. iii fact — so that 
low-gravity or zero-gravity work could 
be done. 
The space settlements could be built 
out of moon materials (there would 
always have to be the equivalent of a 
mining colony on the moon) and the 
smelting would lie done iii space. 
The settlements could be engineered 
toward creating the inner surface de­ 
sired — farm lands, suburban gardens, 
streams, even mountains. 


It many settlements were built (one 
of tin* main tasks of the settlers would 
be to build additional settlements, sn 
that neither the raw materials nor the 
labor force would be a great drain on 
earth itself), eventually there could be 
wide varieties of inner appearance. 
•beliefs, languages, ways of life — all ut 
which would add richness to human 
culture over-all. 
New generation 4 
The space settlers would very likely 
supply the new generation of people to 
man the various structures iii space 
and the mining colony on the moon. 
Knelt settlement would have a solar 
energy station for its own use; the 
settlers would eventually take over the 
task of repairing and maintaining the 
stations serving earth. 
Kventijally, with enough space 
settlements, it could happen that the 
human population — which soon must 
be stabilized in numbers on carib if 
civ ilizatiou is to s h i v iv e — may enter a 
new era of expansion. 
The time could come when there 
might be more people til space than on 
earth. 
Wide of mark 
We see. then, that people who view 
the establishment of space settlements 
as un economic drain oil the earth are 
wide of the mark 
The truth is, we are likely to profit so 
highly from the work of space settlers 
thai we ll be hard put to return a favor 
commensurate with tile value of their 
labors in our belial! 


Perhaps tile space settlers most 
use!ut function would be as explorers. 


Earthmen have reached the moon. 
but that is a simple trip taking only 
three days. 


To reach the next logical target. 
Mars, would lake months; anything 
beyond Mars might take years.

They, or their parents, will have 
reached the settlement by spaceflight, 
and they will have to use spaceflight to 
do the work of m ining the moon, 
building new settlements, servicing 
energy stations and manning the var­ 
ious laboratories, hospitals and fac­ 
tories iii space 


Second, the spaceship itself will be 
much more homelike to them than to 
earthmen. 


Here on earth, we live on the outside 
of a world and are used to vastness. 


Iii a settlement, people will have to 
livi* on the inside of a world and be 
used to a limited volume and to the

Peculiar changes 
Tin* activity may he from some pe­ 
culiar chemical changes we are not 
accustomed to on earth. 
Kuher way, the results are (mund to 
be of great importance to chemists, 
biologists, astronomers — and possibly 
to the general public as well if it ad­ 
vances our knowledge iii new and un­ 
expected directions. 


Since Viking hasn t given us hard 
and fast answers, we must send more 
sophisticated probes — that can per­ 
haps move about aud lest different ar­ 
eas. 
Best of all, we should send human 
beings — th** space settlers who could 
make the long trip with lower physical 
an*! psychological problem s than 
earthmen. 
Once (iii Mars, th** settlers could 
probe th** soil for ev idence of life with a 
versatility matched by no automatic 
(lev ice we now build. 
Failing to find life, tin* settlers ne­ 
vertheless could study the chemistry of 
the soil in detail 
They could maneuver freely to test 
different places. 
Atmosphere 


They might study the manner iii 
which the Martian atmosphere circu­ 
lates. 
A!ars has a planetary rotation almost 
exactly the period of our own. hut it 
lacks an ocean 
Its atmospheric circulation may be 
simpler, therefore; by learning the de­ 
tails. we can perhaps far better un­ 
derstand our own atmosphere. 
And if there were any hope of 
traveling Iteyond Mars — even to the 
distant stars — that would have to rest 
with the settlers. 
Besides being so potentially useful 
and profitable Im us, space is an open 
door to all th** rest of the universe. 
Our descendants would be thunder­ 
struck if loUi that we hesitated to use 
it.

As you may have no­ 
ticed, there has lately 
been a rash of suits from 
Anglo-Americans charg­ 
ing “ reverse discrimina­ 
tion” in cases where 
m inority recruitm ent 
programs have allegedly 
passed 
over 
more-qualified Anglos in 
an attempt to increase 
the number of minority 
workers, students etc. 


Theoretically, the civil 


rights of all American 
citizens are guaranteed 
by the U.S. Constitution. 


However. 
because 
blacks and other minori­ 
ties 
had 
been 


system atically denied 
voting 
rights, 
equal 


educational opportunities 
and other opportunities 
open to Anglo-Amer­ 
icans. special laws were 
passed requiring that 
states, schools, compan­ 
ies and others guarantee 
that all Americans have 
the same opportunities. 


Those 
laws 
were 


necessary because of the 
problems blacks and 
other minorities encoun­ 
tered in exercising all 
their rights as citizens. 


Anglos generally e\- 


cercised full civil rights 
without question, so no 
special focus was needed 
to guarantee rights for 
A nglos. 


Now. however, that 


may be changing as 
Anglos protest some of 
the methods used to in­ 
crease minority 
par­ 
ticipation in factory jobs, 
colleges and government 
posts. 
The U.S. Commission 


on Civil Rights will in­ 
vestigate 
ANY 
allegations of civil rights 
violations from ANY I .S. 
citizen. Certainly, the 


mechanisms of govern­ 
ment are designed lo 
protect everyone. 


The U.S. Department 


of Justice and its inves­ 
tigative arm — the F B I 
— will probe any legi­ 
timate 
federal 
civil 


rights violation com­ 
plaints. 


C ivil rights leaders, 


however, have stressed 
repeatedly 
that 
the 


granting of full civ il 
rights to minorities does 
not. in any way. diminish 
the civil rights of the 
m ajority. C ivil rights 
laws and lawsuits are 
merely designed to as­ 
sure that all Americans 
have the same rights, 
privileges and opportuni­ 
ties. 


However, 
when 
it 


comes down to jobs, col­ 
lege placement and other 
matters, the effort to as­ 
sure equality may, for a 
time, seem unequal until 
the channels are all open 
to every American and 
special recruitment etc. 
is no longer necessary to 
make sure everyone has 
an equal chance. 


You 
must 
also 


remember that blacks 
and others have been left 
out of jobs, colleges, 
houses, good schools and 
other opportunities by 
deliberate design over 
decades and decades — 
frequently in the form of 
state laws. Now. there 
must be a deliberate ef­ 
fort made to correct the 
results of all those years 
of forced exclusion. 


But, again, if you feel 


your civil rights are be­ 
ing violated, the same 
agencies 
which 
help 


minorities will also assist 
the majority.

Theoretically, the civil 
rights of all American 
citizens are guaranteed 
by the U.S. Constitution.

rights,

educational opportunities 
and other opportunities 
open to A nglo-A m er­ 
icans. special laws were 
passed requiring that 
states, schools, compan­ 
ies and others guarantee 
that all Americans have 
the same opportunities.

necessary because of the 
problem s blacks and 
other minorities encoun 
tered in exercising all 
their rights as citizens.

Now, however, that 
may be changing as 
Anglos protest some of 
the methods used to in­ 
crease m inority par­ 
ticipation in factory jobs, 
colleges and government 
posts.

Civil rights leaders, 
however, have stressed

Computer money transfer nears 


W A SH IN G TO N (A P ) - The day 
when you can shop with a computer 
card rather than your purse drew 
(•loser Tuesday when a federal study 
commission gave its qualified ap­ 
proval to new computerized ways of 
transferring money. 
The Commission on Ele ctro n ic 
Funds Transfers concluded after 13 
months of study that the computerized 
payment devices “ could benefit con­ 
sumers in a number of significant 
ways. but only if certain crucial fea­ 
tures and safeguards are built into the 
system" to protect individuals against 
the danger of invasion of privacy. 
The electronic devices are designed 
to transfer money between accounts 
without any paper such as cash or a 
check changing hands. 
Deducted from account 
For example, a customer at a store 
could insert a plastic “ debit card” into 
a machine and the amount of his pur­ 
chase would automatically be deducted 
from his bank account and deposited in 
the store’s account. 
Among conveniences to consumers 
would be the need to carry less cash. 


opportunity for greater use of credit 
and increased ability to transfer mon­ 
ey from noninterest-bearing accounts 
to interest-bearing accounts, the 
26-member commission said. 
The commission received about 6,000 
letters and petitions from consumers, 
almost all of them expressing ap­ 
prehension about the new technology. 
“ Consumers are more concerned about 
the drawbacks of electronic funds 
transfers than about potential ben­ 
efits," the commission’s report noted. 
Increasing impact 


Nevertheless, it concluded that the 
electronic devices inevitably will have 
an increasing impact on consumers. 
“ The role of computers in money and 
banking will become increasingly ap­ 
parent to consumers. It is time, there­ 
fore. for government to develop a co­ 
herent policy toward E F T services and 
systems." the commission said in its 
149-page report. 
It recommended that all stores and 
banks that want to offer debit-card 
service be allowed to do so. It said that

Therefore, the commission recom ­ 
mended laws requiring advance no­ 
tification to the individual of any sub­ 
poena or summons by the government 
involving records of his transactions. 
In addition, under the commission’s 
proposal, individuals would be able to 
contest in court the government’s ac­ 
cess to the records. 
The commission also recommended 
a law against commercial use of any 
information about a consumer's tran­ 
sactions without his consent. This 
would prevent, for example, sale of 
'records on a person’s purchases for 
use in compiling mailing lists.

With a lot of help from the Jazz and 
Spurs this season, the Lakers could 
wind up with two of the top college 
stars in the country next season. 


Los A ngeles is in an em ious position. 
The L akers have th ree first-round 
picks in the upcoming draft They ob­ 
tained New Orleans' No. I pick in the 
(iail Goodrich deal prior to the season 
and then picked up the S p u rs' top 
choice a few months ago in that (sorry 
to remind you) Mack Calvin transac­ 
tion. 
West is realistic and, therefore, does 
not expect the Spurs to finish with 
among the worst records in the league. 
Still, the lower the Spurs finish tin1 
higher West will get to pick in the 
draft. 
Jerry is optimistic about his draft 
choice from the Jazz Hight now only a 
few team s have worst records than 
New O rleans and by the end of the 
season the Jazz could easily have the 
third worst record in pro basketball — 
m eaning the L akers would get the 
third player chosen iii the draft 
Rudy Davalos. former Spur assistant 
who is now athletic director at I TSA, 
is scouting for the Spurs.

Rio Grande perch 
and tilapia dying 


The cold winter is finally — or 
still — catching up with tilapia 
and Bio Grande perch, two 
warm-water fish which have be­ 
come increasingly numerous in 
Canyon Lake. 


Reports from scuba divers that fish 
are dying in Canyon prompted biolo­ 
gists with the Parks and Wildlife De­ 
partment to check the reservoir this 
week. They found a few Rio Grande 
perch and tilapia. 
The biologists also cheeked water 
temperatures at the two sites. North 
Park and Comal Park, divers reported 
dead fish. The surface temperature at 
North was 55. at Comal. 57 degrees. 
-This is nine degrees warmer than 
two weeks ago,” said biologist Jim iny 
Dean of San Antonio. " W e ’ve had 
water temperatures this year that 
should have killed a lot of tilapia and 
Rio (irandes. Maybe they have, and the 
water was so cold the fish didn t come 
to the surface." 


Dean said the appearance of dying 
fish now might be the result of the 
warm weather. "T h is spring-like 
weather might have coaxed the tilapia 
and Rio Grandes away from the un­ 
derwater springs and caught them 
with their pants down.’* he said. 


These two species of fish can become 
too abundant in some reservoirs. At 
Craning, for example, tilapia, which 
thrive in the warm water, are a real 
problem. 
Normally, the fish are kept in check 
by cold winters, because they cannot 
withstand frigid temperatures. How­ 
ever. Canyon has a number of under­ 
water springs where water tempera­ 
tures remain constant, and fish such as 
tilapia are able to survive the cold by 
rem aining iii the vicin ity of the 
springs,

Muzzle energy of the cartridge is 
2033 foot pounds, highest ever deve­ 
loped for a .22 caliber bullet. Reming- 
ston says that from zero to 200 yards it 
is superior in energy to such heavier 
cartridges as the 30-30. .35 and 45-70. 
Once the Accelerator cartridge’s sa- 
bot-encased bullet leaves the muzzle, 
air resistance peels open the sabot, 
causing it to drop off the bullet without 
affecting accuracy or trajectory. 
Compared to the .220 Swift with a 
48-grain bullet or the .22-250 with 
55-grain bullet, the Accelerator bas 
more velocity and more foot pounds of 
energy from the muzzle to 500 yards 
and is flatter shooting over the same 
distance.
